perhans  far  too  much,  has  been  said  alioni 
the  ahilitv  of  mankind  to  de-slroy  il.self. 
It  ran  never  come  to  that  while  human 


s;mily  prevails.  There  i.s  urgent  need, 
however,  of  a definite  and  la.sfing  impro\‘e- 
menl  in  internal  iunal  relations;  and  for  a 
ceturn  to  the  ideal  of  the  Charter  in  the 
interest  of  the  common  weal.  Men  can- 
not li\i*  on  the  edge  of  a precipice  forev«‘r, 
.Some  day  they  must  iTturn  to  safer,  better 
ground. 

The  Charter  is  a plain  instniment;  the 
nrodui't  of  individuals  and  natioas  who 
had  se4*n  war  at  first  hand.  Its  first 
words,  in  Article  1,  s;»>  • ‘Tlie  purposes  of 
the  Uniti*d  Nations  are  to  maintain  inter- 
wi1ion.lI  p«MCP  and  ^'oiurity  . . Tlicn 
In  sui'ceeding  artUles  follow  the  prime 
iilijects  of  its  e.xistente-  to  develop  friendly 
lelalions  among  nations  ...  to  aihiiwe 
international  cooperation  ...  to  tx*  a 
centre  for  harmonizing  the  actions  of 
nations  In  the  attainment  of  these  common 
ends,"  Mi»n  of  good  will  Ihe  world ‘over 
helieve  that  this  Ideal  ran  triumph,  if  the 
world  works  at  it.  When  the  Cnltixi 
Nations’  Society  of  Victoria  raises  the  I’N 
flag  at  the  legislative  grounds  tom^uTOW 
that  will  1>e  no  idle  gesture,  for  thi*rein 
rests  all  men's  hope.

debate,  or  of  jovial  table  asso<’iation.  and 


yet  remain  quirkwitled  and  alert  to  every 
nuance  of  their  mls-sion. 

Mr.  Tixjman  could  not.  While  Churchill 
and  Slnbn  liked  late  hours,  he  was  an  early 
risi’r.
